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The Building Program 


More than 300 applications have been 
forwarded to Ottawa on behalf of par- 
ties who want to build houses in Edmon- 
ton. The proposed investments total more 
than $1,000,000; and new applications con- 
tinue to arrive daily at the city hall. Since 
the beginning of the year the city has sold 
more land to intending builders than in 
any previous corresponding period. Ap- 
parently as many houses are to be put up 
this summer as available supplies of mat- 
erials and labor will permit. Including 200 
to be erected by Wartime Housing, the in- 
dicated total for the season is now be- 
yond the 500 mark. 

“Known need is the prime mover in the 
prospective building campaign. Specula- 
tive building is a minor factor, and houses 
for sale or rent are planned against a 
strong and growing demand. If all the 
houses now projected were ready for oc- 
cupancy at once they would only relieve, 
not end, the overcrowding. Assuming that 
the necessary priorities are obtained, and 
that enough construction men can be 
found, it may by fall be possible to go 
some way toward enforcing the city’s sani- 
tary regulations, which have long been 
suspended. More than fractional enforce- 
ment is not in sight, if all the houses 


planned are put up.

That the conference will be held there 
can be little doubt. Because sensible men 
will neither sell nor buy without knowing 
what they are to get or pay, trade between 
nations cannot go on unless there is some 
commonly accepted standard of value be- 
tween the money of one country and that 
of another. Any country hoping to par- 


ticipate in international trade cannot 
therefore be indifferent to the stabilization 
proposal. 


The plan suggested may differ widely 
from the plan that will be finally agreed 
on. But the important point is that the 
necessity of setting up some medium to 
facilitate trade has been brought to the 
attention of the nations, under auspices 
they cannot afford to ignore. 

One possible stumbling-block to agree- 
ment has been removed in advance. It is 
proposed that gold be the basis for inter- 
national] settlements, since there has to be 
Some basis. But it is explained that this 
would in no way interfere with the right 
of the people of any country to trade 
among themselves by using any kind of 
money they prefer. Differing national 
monetary systems, or theories, therefore 
are not barriers in the way of arranging 
for a free flow of international trade. 

It is to be hoped the conference can 
be got together in good time and that a 
workable agreement can be reached. We 
had an impressive experience with un- 
stabilized currencies following the former 
great war, and one of the kind is enough.

It is disclosed that the Canadian ice- 
breaker Montcalm was presented to Rus-

the Murmansk harbor free during the 
winter. Canada also sent Russia an ice- 
breaker during the former great war, 
though it is understood that one was paid 
for. No one will grudge the hard-fighting 
Russians the kein’ of the Montcalm. 

Lord Woolton, Britain’s food adminis- 
trator, has advised people in the Old Lands 
to learn how to get along with less meat or 
without any, because “We have not got it’. 
If anyone in Canada is afraid he will pine 
away on two pounds per week, this ought 
to interest him. Judging by what they are 
going through and the amount of work 
they are doing, Britishers haven't started 
to pine yet—and it is a long time since they 
Saw two pounds per week per person.

Straight Rows 


Straight rows, carefully measured 
off and marked with a stout string, 
are not merely a matter of neat 
workmanship; they will aid ma- 
terially, all through the season, in 
lessening the work involved in 
thinning, weeding and cultivating 
Any extra time spent in doing an 
accurate job of laying out the| 
garden will be repaid several times 
over during the Summer. 

The rows or furrows required for 
the planting of all small seeds— 
such as lettuce, carrots, turnips or 
onions—can be made by marking, 
very lightly with a pointed or a| 
notched stick run along the line | 
stretched to mark the row. Eight | 
or twelve seeds to the inch are 
scattered along this line (after the 
cord is removed) and pressed firmly 
Then, with a small 
hoe, or the back of the rake, just 
enough soil to cover is pulled over | 
them and pressed down lightly. 

It is desirable to leave a marker 
at each end of the planted row to} 
show its location definitely. A 
wooden label or a tag, marked with | 
the date of sowing, the variety, and | 
the sourte of the seed, will be} 
found extremely helpful in keep- 
ing a garden record, as a guide to 
improved planning for another year.
